1. USLO OFFICERS MET WITH LIU CHING-YU AND LIN YUNG-PING, 

DIVISION CHIEFS OF CONSULAR DEPARTMENT OF MFA, ON 2 

NOV. BLACKBURN FIRST ASKED THE CHINESE IF THEY HAD RECEIVED 
USLO NOTE DESIGNATING HIM AS OFFICIAL TO PERFORM 
CONSULAR FUNCTIONS ALONG WITH HIS OTHER DUTIES AND DID 
CONSULAR DEPARTMENT AGREE THAT HE DO SO. LIU 
ANSWERED AND WE QUOTE: 

2. "WE HAVE RECEIVED THE NOTE OF USLO NOTIFYING US MR. BLACKBURN 
WILL HANDLE CONSULAR AFFAIRS IN ADDITION TO HIS OTHER DUTIES. 

THIS IS THE RESULT OF DISCUSSIONS HELD BETWEEN DEPUTY DIRECTOR 

T IEN P ING AND MR. HOLDRIDGE OF USLO DURING THE LAST 
FEW MONTHS. ON OUR SIDE, FROM NOW ON WE WILL EXCHANGE 
OPINIONS ON CONSULAR AFFAIRS AND WILL WORK TOGETHER IN 
A SPIRIT OF COOPERATION." 

3. WE CONSIDER THIS A CHINESE "YES" AND REQUEST THAT ON THE BASIS ON 
THIS ANSWER DEPARTMENT NOW RPT NOW AUTHORIZED OUR 
COMMENCING CONSULAR FUNCTIONS HERE. 

4. BLACKBURN ASKED THE CHINESE FOR 12 MONTHS MULTIPLE EXIT 
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RECIPROCITY. HE NOTED THE US SIDE HAS BEEN ISSUING PRC/LO PERSONNEL 
WITH THIS TYPE OF VISA FOR SOME TIME AS WELL AS PERMITTING 
THEM TO EXTEND THEIR VISITORS' VISAS WITHOUT LEAVING 
THE COUNTRY. THIS LATTER POINT WAS A SPECIAL PRIVILEGE FOR 
PRC/LO DESIGNED TO FACILITATE THEIR WORK. LIU ANSWERED THAT 
HE WOULD REPORT THE MATTER TO SUPERIORS (LING DAO REN). 

5. BLACKBURN RAISED THE QUESTION OF AVAILABILITY OF DOCUMENTS 
FROM THE CHINESE SIDE FOR CHINESE WHO ARE SEEKING IMMIGRANT 
VISAS AND WHO NEEDED THESE DOCUMENTS TO SUPPORT 

THEIR CLAIMS OF FAMILY RELATIONSHIPS. THE CHINESE SAID THEY 
WOULD RAISE THIS MATTER WITH SUPERIORS. 

6. THE CHINESE ASKED AGAIN ABOUT THE STATUS OF THE COURIER 
SITUATION (REF B). USLO APOLOGIZED AND SAID THERE HAD BEEN 
NO ANSWER FROM WASHINGTON YET. WE REQUEST DEPARTMENT TO 
PROVIDE REPLY. 

7. FINALLY, TO DEMONSTRATE THE TIGHT STRING THESE CHINESE 
COUNTERPARTS ARE ATTACHED TO. USLO OFFICER AT THE CLOSE OF 
THE MEETING ASKED THE CHINESE FOR A TELEPHONE NUMBER AT WHICH 
CHINESE WOULD BE CONVENIENTLY REACHED TO DISCUSS MINOR 
MATTERS NOT REQUIRING A FORMAL MEETING. THE CHINESE 
ANSWERED AFTER A BRIEF PAUSE - WE WILL PHONE YOU BACK AND 

LET YOU KNOW. UNDOUBTEDLY THE CHINESE ARE SEEKING THE APPROVAL 
OF "THE SUPERIORS." THEY HAVE NOT CALLED BACK TO DATE.
